THE ORGANISERS OF THE Aces. 

The races are being organised by the 
Irirh Motor Racing Club, which was 
established two years ago. It is the only 
club in Ireland which devotes its atten- 
tion to motof car and motor cycle races. 
| In the past it has mainly concen- 
| treated on metor cycle races, but the 
| dropping of the Grand Prix and the con- 
| sequent injury that thev íelt would follow 
to the developing of motoring in the Free 
| State led them to see if it were possible 
| to find a substitute for thee events. They 
were emboldened to take this step by the 
great success that attended the six events 
which they organised last year—the 
greatest number organised by any club jo 
Ireland. 

The proposal of the club is that two 
races be run over the Phenix Park course 
for cars of different horse-power, an

Prix, vet I hear that already they have 
attracted the rupport of many of the 
best known Írisa drivers. From one 
centre alone—Cork—twelve drivers have 
promised to euter, and there is no doult 
but that support will also come from al! 
Irish centres. Some well-known English 
drivers would also, I understand, be glad 
to lend their support to the meeting, so 
that nothing now stands in the wev except 
the permission of the Board of Works to 
the granting of the Park for the purpose 
of the revival of motor car racing in the 
Free State. 
COMING SPEED TRIALS. 

In addition to this fixture, the club's 
provisional programme for the coming 
season includes two motor cycle races, a 
motor cycle championship meeting at Port- 
marnock Strand, a car rave over the same 
vourse, motor car and cycle speed trials 
at Bray Esplanade, and two motor cycle 
grass track races.

Cricket Union, Mr. M. H. Maher, will have 
Mr. J. B. Walker as Hon. Assistant Secre- 
tary. Mr. G. J. Bonass, who has done fine 
work for Irish cricket as Hon. Secretary of 
the Irish Cricket Union, a position that he 
recently resigned, has been elected President 
of the Leinster Cricket Union. 

The Irish Cricket Union, which has had a 
hard struggle for existence, seems at last to 
have been firmly established, recent negotia- 
tions between Leinster, Ulster and Munster 
having led to an agreement as to financial 
contributions and other matters of importance 
satisfactory to all parties. In acrordance 
with the recoen'sed alternation, the President 
is this vear drawn from the Northern Union 
and the Right Hon. Lord Justice Best, who 
is well known to cricketers all over Ireland, 
has been appointed. Mr. A, E. Bex has been 
appointed Hon. Secretary of the Union, and 
the joint Hon. Treasurers are Mr. 8. H. 
Jackson. from Ulster, and Mr. W. E. Craw. 
ford, from T einster. 

IRELAND A PLAYING FORCE, 

As a playing force Ireland has never been 
in a stronger position, and many consider 
that the team which did duty last season 
under the captaincy of Mr. T. H. Dixon, the 
Dublin University cricketer, is the strongest 
that has represented this country. This view 
may be something of a shock to those who 
are never tired of decrving the present and 
glorifying the past. Such people keep the 
younger generation in their places by romi 
nating a side in which all the great plavers of 
long agu aovear together at the zenith of their 
powers, while fine performances scattered over 
many years are instanced as everyday occur- 
rences ‘The present Irish team which will 
again be available can be judged in the test 
of recent memory. Last season two repre- 
sentative matches were played. Scotland 
heing readily beaten in the College Park, 
while at Lord's a useful M.C.C. side was de. 
feated in hollow fashion by an innings. The 
team is a young one, and it is sound all 
through in batting, bowling and fielding. 
There has not been time for the members of 
it to build up great reputations, but no doubt 
that will come later, and when they have 
become venerable we shall hope to have 
others to take their places. Two representa- 
tive matcnxes have so far heen arranged for 
this season. Scotland will be played at Gree- 
nock on June 18, 20 and 21, and the M.C.C. 
will be opposed at Dublin probably on July 
20 and August 1 and 2, but this latter date 
has still ta be confirmed 

The interprovincial matches so far arranged 
are hetween Leinster and Ulster at Dublin 
on June 10 and 11, and between Leinster 
and Munster at Cork on July 1 and 2, The 
junior interprovincial between Ulster and 
Leinster will be played at Belfast on July 30 
and Angust 1, and the Schools’ interprovin- 
cial between the same two provinces at Bel 
fast on July 4 and 5. i 

The Senior League is being revived in 
Dublin this season, and each club is to play 
each of the others twice. An exception in 
favour of Dublin University was originally 
made, but that club has now decided to pro- 
long its season to July 23 in order to fit in 
with the general arrangement. The League 
championship will be decided on percentage, 
eight points being awarded for a win, tour 
for a tie, and three for a draw. 

The senior clubs have decided to use the 
larger stumps, and this is a decision with 
which few will disagree. These stumps are 
in general vse in good class cricket in Eng- 
land nowadays, and it is well to accustom 
our play ers to them. They really make little 
difference to a well-set batsman, but their 
moral effect upon a man to whom they are 
new is apt to be disastrous, They wil] give 
scope for explanation to the unfortunate 
batsmah who ia bowled early on, for he can 
always say that the ball would have missed 
the old stumps by yarda. 

Dublin University begin their season to-day 
with a match against Clontarf. . They pro 
mise to be particularly strong this year, G. T. 
Kenay will captain the side, and other good 
men who will again be available are P. O'M. 
Dixon, last season's captain; T. H. Dixon, 
captain of the Irish team last season, and C. 
M. Lloyd, who has played with success for 
Ireland, and returns after a couple of years’ 
absence. A great addition to the strength of 
the team will be R. J. Barnes, who has also 
done well for the Irish team, and who is a 
fine fielder, a good, hard-hitting batsman, and 
a useful change bowler. An English tour, 
which will start with a match against Man- 
chester University on July 4th, has been 
arranged, and the side will then travel te 
in the vicinity of which matches will 
be played against Honor’s Oak, Richmond and 
Dulwich.

If they were to be deprived 
of those economic vantages there were 
millions of Irishmen in America and Great 
Britain and tens of thousands of Irishmen in 
this country who fought in the Great War 
for the liberty of small nations who might 
object, and object in a very awkward 
manner.

A REMOVAL OF TREATY 
BILL, 


Mr. M. HAYES (C. na nG., National 
University) said that the title of the bill 
was entirely misleading. The short title was 
“* Removal of the Oath,” but when they came 
to the long title it became quite clear that 
the title “ Removal of the Oath” was en- 
tirely misleading; but, as the President had 
explained, the removal of the Oath was only 
the minor matter. It seemed to him that 
the purpose of framing the title in this way 
was to enable the President to say to those 
whom he promised to remove the Oath with- 
out breaking the ae that this is a re 
moval of th Bill.

The bill was not a re- 
moval of Oath Bill, but a removal of Treaty 
Bill. The President, on the previous after- 
noon, had advanced two arguments for the 
bill. One was that it was absolutely neces- 
sary for internal mo and he added that it 
would not bring t into any external com- 
plications. 

‘It seems to me,” said Mr. Hayes, “ that 
if that proposition could be successfully 
demonstrated in this House we would be ail 
very happy, and there would very soon be 
complete agreement." 

What was it prevented that internal peace, 
asked Mr. Hayes. Presumably it was the 
existence of an armed force which did not 
acknowledge the authority of the last 
Government, and did not acknowledge this 
State or Constitution. How could that 
menace be removed’? He agreed that it could

Disarmament. 


For some time the Disarmament 
Conference has been disappointing a 
world which had hoped much from its 
labours. At intervals announcements have 
been made that a measure of agree- 
ment had been reached on certain 
points—a universal condemnation of 
chemical warfare, for instance, seems to 
exist—but little concrete result has 
emerged from the long and grave debate. 
On the contrary, whenever a definite issue 
has arisen, procrastination has been the 
order of the hour. Now the same tale is 
told again. To-day a meeting of the leading 
statesmen was to be held, which, according 
to the sanguine, would have laid the 
foundations of a Franco-German under- 
standing on the key points that hitherto 
have separated their views—security and 
equality of armaments. M. Tardieu, how- 
ever, has announced that, owing to illness, 
he will not be able at present to return to 
Geneva for this discussion. Unhappily, 
so many accidents of one sort and another 
have postponed the Conference's major 
activities that the dubious are inclined to 
suspect M. Tardieu of a “ diplomatic '' 
affliction. In this case the delay is 
especially unfortunate, since Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, Mr. Stimson, the American 
Secretary of State, and Dr. Brining intend 
to leave Geneva at once for their own 
homes. Mr. Macdonald, we learn, will re- 
visit Geneva on May 18th ‘‘to resume 
political discussions,’’ and Mr. Gibson 
will be present in Mr. Stimson’s place ; 
but the real opportunity appears to have 
been lost.

There are also many 
shops which sell nothing but cheap suits 
from Britain, and these, with their 
supplies cut off, must close their doors, 
casting a host of salesmen upon the 
streets. It is useless to say that these 
shops can be kept in operation for the 
sale of Irish goods ; for a long time must 
elapse before supplies of Free 
materials are sufficiently iarge to fill all 
the clothing shops that exst in the 
country.

created a very mischievous precedent, 
Monuments of famous men—whether they 
be statues, bridges or street-names—lose 
all value if their permanence ceases to be 
assured. They are a true compliment to 
fame only when they assume posterity’s 
agreement. To make a dedication in 1879 
which would be revoked in 1932 would be 
to draw a cheque upon posterity—blank, 
indeed, but limited by the words, “ Not 
to exceed fifty-three years.” What great 
man, if his spirit could be consulted, 


would accept a memorial on such terms! 
For this 


reason all ancient cities have 
been careful to preserve their monuments, 
without thought of politics; and statues 


of old tyrants are guarded most jealously 


in the streets of free republics. Further- 
more, to cancel such memories 
cheat history and to impoverish nation- 
hood. To-day the tale of Dublin is un- 
folded, tanquam in speculo, before the 
eyes of every educated citizen, Essex, 
Ormond, Camden, Grattan, Amiens, 
Charlemont, and so to Ardilaun Villas 
in Clontarf—through such names, an 
ordered procession of history, his daily 
steps are led. A city cheapens its birth- 
right when it forgets its makers; it incurs 
the guilt not only of ingratitude, but of 
waste. Heartily, therefor-, we congratu- 
late the Dublin Port and Docks Board 
upon its second thoughts. 


Restraint of Letters. 


Literature, whose chief glory is that it 
transcends national bounds, has known 4 
hard time in Russia, the land of the un- 
free. Like all countries which have just 
passed through the fires of revolution, 
Russia has produced a spate of excellent 
writers during the past ten years ; but she 
claims to have kept them under rigorous 
control. Four years ago an association 
known as the Voapp, or “‘All-Soviet 
Union of Proletarian Writers,” was 
formed to purge Soviet literary life of 
alien elements and to subject Soviet 
literature to a “ single uniform ideology 
under the control) of the Communist 
Party.” In brief, literature was to 
become propaganda for Communism ; 
but the. writers have chafed under 
this restraint. A new order of the 
Communist Party announces the dissolu- 
tion of the Voapp and all kindred 
societies, and their replacement by a Pan- 
Soviet Union, constituted, says the Riga 
Correspondent of The Times, on 4 more 
tolerant basis. All writers who support 
the Soviet Government will be entitled to 
membership ; and it will be interesting to 
see how the greater “ tolerance ' of the 
new union will be reflected in Russian 
literature. Apparently, the trouble with 
the Voapp was the extreme narrowness 
of its requirements. It was “ cramping 
the scope of serious artistic creative- 
ness ;” there was a danger that the union

for new warships and for the modernisa- 
tion of old vessels, while the sum of

not expended in the fiscal year 1952 will 
also be available for this purpose. 

The measure provides for 79,700 enlisted 
sailors, 15,348 marines and 5,489 naval 
line officers. 

The United States operating Fleet for 
1933 will consist of 306 vessels, inclusive 
of submarines.

The expedition has arrived here, and 
has secured a licence from the Tiirkish 
Government.

Mr. Mackey for overholding, and fixed the 
rent for which he was liable during his alleged 
wrongful occupation at £100 a month. Mr. 


Mackey now appealed against the decree for 
ejectment on the ground that the Commis- 
sioners had no power to eject him; and the 
Commissioners appealed against the rental 
fixed by Mr. Justice Hanna, submitting that 
£1,600 a year was the present fair valuation 
of the eel fisheries.

It had been argued on behalf of Mr. 
Mackey that by the Treaty and the Constitu- 
tion, and various Acts and Orders the eel 
fisheries were vested in the State; that no 
order had since been made vesting them in 
the Commissioners of Public Works; that the 
continuity of this Department's title 
béen broken; and that the Commissioners had 
no power to sue for overholding, to make 
lettings, or to collect rent for the fisheries. 

VESTING OF PROPERTY. 

On behalf of the Commissioners it was sub- 
mitted that neither the Treaty nor any other 
legislation had disturbed the exclusive vesting 
of the property in them. Under the Treaty 
and the Acts implementing it, the transition 
had been carried out without undue disturb- 
ance, and nothing had been done to affect the 
purely managerial and administrative powers 
of the Commissioners, who were responsib!e 
to the Minister for Finance, who, in turn, was 
responsible to the O’veachtas. In any event. 
when the lease expired in 1926 the Commis- 
sioners were the owners of the legal estate 
in all eel fisheries. They were also the Jessors 
in the expired lease and were entitled, on its 
a to get possession. 

Mr. Rice, continuing his argument, dealt 
with the valuation of the fisheries, and said 
that the valuation at £1,600 was a moderate 
figure. There had been no alteration in the 
transit charges for eels, or in the price of 
eels, and the eels which escaned at Kill>Ine 
probably were caught at Castleconnell. The 
total catch in 1930 was 62 tons, as compared 
with 64 and 65 in 1928 and 1929. the value 
being £100 a ton. Before 1905 Mr. Mackey 
willingly paid over £2,000 a year. 

Mr. Kelly followed on the same side, and 
said that if, as Mr. Comyn had contended. 
all public property was transferred to and 
vested in the Provisional Government, the 
absurdity would have arisen that the four or 
five gentlemen constituting that Government 
would have owned all the land in the 
Saorstat. When the Provisional Government 
took over functions they took over the 
machinery exercising those functions. By the 
Ministers and Secretaries Act the Board «f 
Works were confirmed in their functions, and 
one of those functions was the control of

that river. Further, Mr Mackey acknow 
ledged the Commissioners by paving rent to 
them after the expiration of his lease, and was 
estopped from making the point rov, that 
they had no power to make a letting, or to 
collect rent from him.

Upholstering in the Home.

EAR AILEEN,—I have made a note of 
D your recipe of two parts of boiled linseed 

ol to one of vinegar as a leather 
freshener for the diningroom and study chairs. 
You certainly had a busy furniture pring . 
cleaning; but, tell me, did your friend 
Erica’s furniture suffer only from complaints 
that massage could cure? If so, she is lucky. 
When our furniture shows ‘si ‘of outer 
wear, we may usually conclude that it is 
caused by internal trouble, such as spring 
slipping, etc. If the under cover of the chair 
is sagging, then you may know that the 
springs need attention, A very simple way 
to repair the trouble is to ring up the nearest 
uphoisterer and have him take the chairs 
away and repar them; but, if you take a 
little trouble and care, you will save qilite 
a lot of money by doing the work yourself 
at home. 


A Handy Tool. 


A handy little fork tool is sold for slipping | 
under tacks and lifting them out of weed, 
so, after turning the chair upside down on 
a table, arm yourself with this little tool 
and extract the tacks that k the black 
linen Ening in position. When this has been 
removed you will find, probably, three 
leces of webbing crossed with three 
rom the other side. Here, again, the 
httle fork tool will come in handy, 
since the webbing must next be removed. 
Sometimes with very old chairs it will be 
found that a great many tack-holes have 
teen made during various repairs. These 
can be advantageously filled with particles of 
plastic wood, which is sold in small tubes 
and wil harden while the repair work is in 
Progress. Tho webs will all have been 
stitched to the springs—these stitches must 
be cut out and all webbing taken away. 
Next with a small twig brush knock out all 
the inevitable dust, iad then settle down to 
the job proper, readjusting the springs. 
Allow three lengths of strong cord for each 
spring, and, holding the spring well down 
into its flattest position, tie it securely in 
the three places. Repeat this with each 
spring until they are all held securely in a 
fixed position. I may admit at this point 
that for this job of spring-fixing a second 
eo of hands with strong fingers will be 
ound not only useful, but almost necessary. 

It would be false economy to use again 
the old webbing, since the best webbing 
is bought for a Sow ce a yard. The new 
material will be tacked on in the way its 
predecessor appeared before removal—three 
webs each way interlaced alternately. The 
webs should be turned under and tacked 
frmly into position, so that the terminal of 
the springs will come under the webs. It 
will next be necessary to sew each spring in 
at least four places to the webbing. The 
sewing should be done with strong twine and 
an upholsterer’s needle. Now, having all 
secure, the real thrill of the job arrives. ith 
a long scissors or a sharp knife you cut the 
three ties which have been restraining each 
spring, and, as each one cuts off with a sharp 
ping, you feel that these “home” jobs bring 
a satisfaction all their own. But you are not 
quite finished. The seat must now be lined 
with black linen, which has been cut to the 
required shape, edges turned in, and then 
firmly tacked all round the under-frame of 
the chair. A working upholsterer might not 
approve of this work, but I think that any 
home worker will find the method simple and 
satisfactory. 


Door Covers. 


Another job that might wel) be undertaken, 
and which we must hope will be a summer 
necessity, is the making of door covers to 
protect new painted and varnished street 
doors from the effects of the weather (I would 
say the sun, but, judging by the last few 
years, it does not give much opportunity in 
this direction). Striped linen of the required 
width, and measured length, can be bought 
at any draper’s, also linen binding for the 
rough edges. The making is simple. Having 


| cut to required length, cut openings to fit 


knocker handles, letter-box and key holes. 
Bind these with linen tape and press with a 
hot iron, Tack the top of the cover to the inner 
side of the door and secure the lower and 
middle with tapes brought from the cover 
around by the back of the door to keep the 
cover secure in stormy weather. It is probable 
that in view of the great number of freshly- 
painted city houses these covers will be much 
in evidence this year. Freshly-painted doors 


| and windows call for correspondingly immacu- 


| late window blinds and curtains. Soap and 


| water will do much for curtains, but window 


| blinds when they get shabby are best re- 
newed. There is a popular belief that blinds 
cannot he made at home. This is quite 
wrong: there is nothing at all difficult in the 
making, but plenty of room is necessary, and 
measurements need to be verv accurate so that 
the blind will be neither longer, wider or 
narrower than the size required. A friend 
of mine who is a most successful blind. 
maker uses her spare room floor as a table, 
on which she spreads sheets to keep the work 
clean. As each hem or turning is made it is 
‘immediately pressed with an electric iron, 
and she allows herself the extravagance of 
a new roller for each new blind.—Yours,

COUNTY CORK APPEALS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Appeals were listed in the cases of Mrs. 
Kathleen Morrissey, William Morrissey and 
John Morrissey, all of Banter West, 
Banteer, Co. Cork, from an order of Circuit 
Court Judge Kenny dismissing their civil 
bills against Inspector O'Sullivan and other 
members of the Civic Guard, for damages for 
alleged assault, wrongful arrest and false ime 
prisonment 

The grounds of appeal were, amongst 
others, non-direction and misdirection by the 
Circuit Corrt Judge. 

Mr. Newett (instructed by Mr. Anthony 
Carroll). who appeared for the appellants, 
said that the cases were heard together by 
Judge Kenny, with a jury, at Mallow. The 
Public Authorities Decteetion Act was 
raised by the defence, and the Circuit Judge, 
without leaving any question whatever to 
the jury, directed the jury to find for the 
defendants. One of his contentions would be 
that on that ground he was entitled to a new 
trial 

Mr. Joseph Healy, who, with Mr. Finlay, 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
appeared for the respondents, said that evi- 
dence had been heard in the cases, and after 
the close af all the evidence Mr. Finlay asked 
for a direction, as the actions had not been 
brought within six months after the date of 
the alleced wrongful acts 

Mr. Newett submitted that it was for the 
jury to find whether or not the respondents 
had acted bona fide in pursuance of the 
statute. Even the Circuit Judge, he said, 
did not find it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna drew attention to the 
fact that the particular misdirection alleged 
must be set out in the notice of appeal, and 
said that that had not been done. 

Mr. Newett said that the notice of appeal 
had not been drawn by counsel, but he thought 
that misdirection described it very accurately. 

Mr. Justice Sulivan said that it ought to 
be known that it should be stated what the 
alleced misdirection was. 

Mr. Healy, in reply to the Court, said that 
he would not waive his objection to the 
defect in the netice of appeal. 

The Court dismissed the appeal.
